Richard W hitney, president of the 
New7 York stock exchange, today told 
the senate comm ittee investigating 
stock specualtion, th a t short sales 
declined along w7ith falling m arket 
values in the past yaer. 
W hitney cited statistics to prove 
th a t short interests were not respon­ 
sible for the collapse of stock prices. 
It bore out his contention th a t bear 
raiders have not been active in re ­ 
cent m arket sessions. 
W htinev told of a reduction of 
429,500 shares in the interests of 
short sellers between April 1 and 
April 7. 
He said the short in ter­ 
ests totalled 3.279,000 shares on April 
1 and but 2.849,000 shares on April 8. 
He strenuously defended the ex­ 
change’s decision th a t “sales against 
borrowed “stock” did not constitute 
short selling. 
He said business m en 
and traders, in cities other th an New7 
York were forced to engage in the 
sale of borrow’ed stock because of in ­ 
ability to get their own stock to New 
York in tim e to conform with the 
exchange rules. 
W hitney produced a ch art show­ 
ing th a t "the declining m arket was 
followed by a decline in short in ­ 
terests” from January, 1931, down to 
the present. 
He conceded though 
th a t at certain periods, the short in ­ 
terests grew7 m ore active while prices 
boomed tem porarily.

Prospects ol a dog killing cam paign 
loomed bright today when Mayor 
Charles Mayne served w arning th at 
the rights of garden growers m ust 
be protected and unless owners obey 
i the m ayor’s order to tie dogs on 
| their own premises the cam paign 
result will be to the sorrow of the 
dog owners. 
“G ardens are more essential than 
dogs th a t are allowed to run loose" 
said the m ayor in reply to a ques­ 
tion as to w hat he proposes to have 
city police do to check the annual 
destruction of greenstuff and flow­ 
ers by dogs, licensed or unlicensed. 
"Dogs m ust be kept on the own­ 
e r’s premises. 
If a dog Is not kept 
on the owner's premises the dog will 
be shot by police. 
It will not make 
any difference w hether or not the 
dog has a license. 
"People who own dogs should fas­ 
ten them in such a way th at they 
can obtain exercise. 
A ‘wire ru n ' 
would allow the dogs to obtain the 
necessary exercise” the mayor s ta t­ 
ed. 
Several years ago the city police 
actually put through a dog killing 
cam paign. 
At th a t tim e dogs with 
licenses were not killed. 
They were 
taken in tow and returned to own­ 
ers. 
Should the city police start a n ­ 
other cam paign of dog killing, pro­ 
posed if the dogs are not kept tied, 
no attention will be paid to a li­ 
cense. 
There Is no question th at the 
promiscuous roam ing of dogs, big, 
little, blooded and mongrel, have 
w7recked the disposition of not only 
officials but garden growers. 
Annually police officials have Is­ 
sued requests tim e a lte r tim e th at 
owners "Tie up your dog.” 
Some 
owners have obeyed the request but 
m any other owners have not heeded 
the request. 
This spring and sum m er condi­ 
tions will be different. 
Persons u n ­ 
employed are now trying to eke a 
living from the soil and dogs ru n ­ 
ning loose no doubt will ruin m any 
gardens. 
Mayor Mayne does not propose, he 
pointed out today, to let this anual 
situation bob up again. 
In fact he 
m ade it em phatic that all dogs, re­ 
gardless of who owns them , m ust 
be tied. 
There are a num ber of riot guns 
at the city police station and unless

PROBLEM OF HAWAII 
Release of the Richardson report on the crim e situation in Hawaii 
was m o tim e ly —during the trial of the sensational international M assie- 
tf’ortescu* case, which was the direct cause of the Richardson investi­ 
gation. 
While the report does not m ention the case, except in a general 
w’ay, it accounts for a num ber of the recom m endations. 
Investigation disclosed th a t the territorial offices of attorney gen­ 
eral and high sheriff are now dom inated by politics to the dem oraliza­ 
tion of every law enforcem ent agency on the islands. 
The conclusion 
arrived at is th at these offices should be made appointive, with the presi­ 
dent doing the appointing. 
O ther recommended reforms would give the governor more power, 
abolish the practice of freeing defendants after the second jury dis­ 
agreem ent, and liberalize the judical procedure. 
A pparently the island police, public prosecutors and courts have 
been lax and ineffectual, not to m ention corrupt and strongly prejudiced 
along racial lines. 
The conditions which culm inated in the M assie- 
Fortescue case could not have existed otherwise. 
There are com m unities in the United States w'hose citizens can 
understand the situation in Hawaii and sympathize with those seeking to 
correct them .

For mat y years physiologists have 
assumed th a t all tissues in the body 
utilize aU the food stuffs in about 
equal proportions. That, in other 
words, protein, fat and carbohydrate 
were used equally for energy by all 
parts of the body. The first sug­ 
gestion th at there was some selec­ 
tion exercised was the discovery that 
muscle satisfied its needs with fat 
and sugar alone. 
Turning their attention 
to 
the 
brain, 
several 
investigators 
have 
been able to show that this organ 
uses nothing except sugar in per­ 
forming its functions. Arterial blood 
going to the brain is much richer in 
sugar than the venous blood coming 
away from it. But there is 
no 
change in the fat and protein sup­ 
ply of the two stream s of blood. The 
brain is the only organ 
we 
know 
about which does not need any fat. 
People who have diabetes may feel 
happy to know th a t the brain uses 
sugar without requiring any insulin. 
It seems to be 
only the 
muscles 
which use insulin. So the diabetic 
patient as far as our evidence goes, 
thinks just as well as anybody else. 
Send your banker, therefore, a five 
pound box of candy and let's get the 
depression over. If you hear th at

R. J. H.: I believe you mentioned 
in your column once a remedy or 
treatm ent lor Riggs disease,

Answer: Strictly speaking Riggs 
disease and trench m outh are not 
the same thing. Riggs disease is 
the name sometimes given to pyor­ 
rhea, which is an infection of the 
gums around the teeth from many 
different causes. Trench mouth is 
usually restricted to an infection of 
the gums with the germs known as 
“Vincent’s 
infection.” The 
treat- 
[ ment of Riggs disease is both me- 
; chanical and medical. The mechan­ 
ical part of it is to free the teeth 
from ta rtar and incrustations and 
remove the source of infection be­ 
tween the gums and the teeth. The 
medical treatm ent is by various an- 
tisepics and 
applications 
to 
the 
gums, and sometimes the 
use 
of 
emetine in cases where pyorrhea is 
due to infection with amoebea.

“Any physician thoroughly 
ap­ 
preciates the fact th at hum an be­ 
ings are exceedingly individualistic. 
For th at reason generalization on 
anything connected with the work­ 
ings of the body are likely to miss 
fire except where the so-called fun­ 
damentals are concerned. And even 
here marked divergencies are 
al- 
wajTs to be found.” states Doctor 
Theodore B. Appel, State Secretary 
of Health. 
“It is quite proper that continual 
emphasis should be presented upon 
the basic bodily 
requirements 
of 
fresh air. exercise, good and suffic­ 
ient food, internal sanitation, rec­ 
reation and rest. But it also must 
be recognized th a t people 
react 
quite differently under similar con­ 
ditions and therefore allowance must 
be made for this very obvious fact. 
“Ad while it is unwise to decry 
the importance of the fundamentals 
by citing instances of people who 
have lived to a ripe old age appar­ 
ently in defiance of all health rules, 
it is equally foolish not to recognize 
that even general requirements can 
have a reasonable latitude in their 
application.

Health, and Honorary Chairman of 
the 'May Day'' health celebration, 
for 1932, calls attention to the need 
for such activities, by quoting mor­ 
tality figures among the children 
of the .state during 1931. “ May Day” 
observance starts with M ay 1st. 
Pennsylvania lost 1705 children 
under two years of age last year 
from diseases of the intestines. Not 
hot weather, not teething— but care­ 
lessness 
caused 
many 
of 
these 
deaths. Clean food—especially milk 
—and quite simple care, help to pre­ 
vent this ‘enemy’ from doing harm. 
The state lost 353 children from 
Diphtheria in 1931. 
W hile this is 
the lowest in point of number in the 
history of the Health Department, 
why should there be so many, when 
there is a guarantee against it? Im ­ 
munization—so safe, so sure, so easy 
to procure and use. 
W hy run an 
unnecessary risk with a single child? 
The State Department of Health ad­ 
vocates the immunizing of children 
at the age of six months. 
If not 
previously 
protected, 
every 
pre­ 
school child should be immunized 
during this “ May Day" celebration. 
Smallpox, in this enlightened age, 
is still stalking about as a death 
dealer. Vaccination should be done, 
not just before the child goes to 
school, but before the first birth­ 
day, so that he may have five addi­ 
tional years ,of safety. 
W e lost 1050 mothers last year in 
childbirth. 
Pre-natal care would 
have saved many of them. Our ex­ 
pectant mothers call loudly for at­ 
tention. 
Thousands and thousands 
of parents are still uninformed as to 
the meaning and need of pre-natal 
attention. 
The annual sacrifice of 
both mothers and babies because of 
this ignorance, Is alarm ingly high. 
Every mother under the supervision 
of the fam ily physician from the 
beginning—this should be the goal. 
“ M ay Day” this year—its ninth 
annual observance—will have a wid­ 
er scope and more complete coop­ 
eration among all agencies concern­ 
ed. than ever before. 
Its accom­ 
plishments should rank higher than 
ever before, said Dr. Appel.

Jobless From Tri-County 
Area This Year, Revealed 


What part 
the 
state 
managed 
Pymatuning dam work has played 
in alleviating unemployment in the 
Lawrence, Beaver and Butler coun­ 
ty areas—temporarily at least—dur­ 
ing the first quarter of the year can 
plainly be understood after glancing 
at figures announced here today. 
R. L. Meermans, 
superintendent 
of the local state cooperative em­ 
ployment office established at the 
Y. M. C. A., compiled the 
report 
preparatory to making his regular 
reply to headquarters. 
It includes 
a review of the vork up to April 2. 
Not alone does the report show up 
the contribution 
the 
project 
has 
made toward reducing the number 
of jobless here, but its tone along 
with the comments of Mr. Meer­ 
mans on the future’s activity voice 
as much optimism as ever. 
More Work Expected 
“ Lawrence county will likely be 
called upon to provide 20 men each 
week” said Mr. Meermans. 
“Other 
counties will provide their share as 
well.’ 


Since the Pymatuning cooperative 
work was first launched in January 
the Lawrence county contribution to 
the dam's working force has totalled 
171. 
That many men 
have 
been 
employed out of the 178

! ported. 
Altogether 238 were called. 
The Beaver county report shows 
that 54 out of 59 of its men have 
been given jobs. 
They

Butler county's contribution has 
been 17.

For the tri-county district, the lo- 
I cal Y office report shows that 242 
men have been 
given

: Some were refused because of phys­ 
ical reasons. 
Altogether that state 
has called 357 workmen from the 
three counties. 
Approximately 50 Lawrence coun­ 
ty men are working at the dam at 


the present time among the 800 who 
are employed there.
